NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi , the 19th January 1974 

S.O. 64(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (3) of article 77 of 
the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules further to amend 
the Government of India (Allocation of Business) Rules, 1961, namely:- 

1, (1) These rules may be called the Government of India (Allocation of 
Business) (One hundred and third Amendment) Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come Into force at once. 

2. In the Government of India (Allocation of Business) Rules, 1961, hereinafter 
referred to as the said Rules, In the First Schedule,— 

(i) for entry 1A, the following entry shall be substituted, namely. 

‘TA. Ministry of Commerce (Vantjya Mantralaya); 

(i) Department of Foreign Trade (Videsh Vyapar Vibhag). 

(li) Department of Export Production (Niryat Utpadan Vibhag). 

(iii) Department of Internal Trade (Aantrlk Vyapar Vibhag).’’; 
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(ii) for entry 15, the following entry shall be substituted, namely:— 

“15. Ministry of Petroleum and Chemicals (Petroleum Aur Rasayan 
Mantralaya): 

(i) Department of Petroleum (Petroleum Vibhag), - 

(ii) Department of Fertilisers and Chemicals (Urvaruk Aur Rasayan 
Vibhag).”.; 

3. In the Second Schedule to the said Rules— 

(a) under the heading “MINISTRY OF COMMERCE (VANIJYA MANTRA¬ 
LAYA)'’, 

(i) under the sub-heading “A. DEPARTMENT OF FOREIGN TRADE 

(VIDES11 VYAPAR VIBHAG)”, for the existing entries, the follow¬ 
ing entries shall be substituteu, namely:—

6. Import and Export Trade Policy and Control excluding the matters 

relating to— 

(i) import of feature films; 

(ii) export of Indian films—both feature length and shorts; and 

(ill) import and distribution of cine-fllm (un-exposed) and other goods 
required by the film industry. 

7. Chief Controller of imports and Exports. 

III. State Trading 

8. Policies of Slate trading and performance of organisations established 

for the purpose, including: 

(i) State Trading Corporation and its subsidiaries, including;— 

(a) Handicrafts & Handlooms Export Corporation. 

(b) Cashew Corporation of India. 

(c) Projects & Equipment. Corporation. 

(ii) Minerals & Metals Trading Corporation. 

IV. Trading with the enemy; Enemy property 

9. Trading with the enemy; enemy Arms and enemy property; reparations 

(other than German industrial equipment); Controller of Enemy 
Trading; Controller of Enemy Firms; Custodian of Enemy Pro¬ 
perty for India.”;

(xi) Cardamom Board.”; 

(iii) for the sub-heading “B. DEPARTMENT OF INTERNAL TRADE 
(AANTRIK VYAPAR VIBHAG)”, the following sub-heading shall 
be substituted, namely;— 

“C. DEPARTMENT OF INTERNAL TRADE (AANTRIK VYAPAR 
VIBHAG)"; 

(b) under the heading “MINISTRY OF PETROLEUM AND CHEMICALS 
(PETROLEUM AUR RASAYAN MANTRALAYA) ”, 

(i) under the sub-heading “A. DEPARTMENT OF PETROLEUM (PETRO¬ 
LEUM VIBHAG)”, after entry 5, the following entries shall be 
inserted, namely: — 

“5A. Petrochemicals. 

5B. Industries relating to the production of Non-Cellulosic Synthetic 
Fibres (Nylon, Terylene, Polyester, Acrylic, etc.). 

5C. Synthetic Rubher. 

5D. Dye-stuffs."; 



(ii) for the sub-heading “B. DEPARTMENT OF CHEMICALS (RASAYAN 
VIBHAG)”, the following sub-heading shall be substituted, namely)— 

"B, DEPARTMENT OF FERTILISERS AND CHEMICALS (URVARAK
